The defeat of the three admin- 
istration-opposed tax bills leaves 
only the bill discounting future 
rentals of the Western & Atlantic 
railroad as a possible source of 
revenue. This bill was read be- 
ore adjournment late yesterday 
afternoon and will be up for ac- 
ion this morning. 

Should the W. & A. bill pass 
it will be rushed to the senate and 
given a first reading there this 
afternoon in order that it may be 
voted upon Saturday. 

: House Busy on Tax Bills. 

The gasoline bills occupied the 
attention of the house throughout 
the entire day. ; 

The main issue was a bill by 
Representatives Brown, of Peach, 
and Evans. of McDuffie, both anti- 
Rivers members. It sought to al- 
locate an additional one cent of 
the present six-cent levy to the 
counties for highway purposes, 
hereby leaving the county-wide 
levies for operation of the courts 
and other expenses. 

The state already allocates one 
cent to the counties. The Brown-

LONDON, Feb. 9.—(By wire- 
less)—One of the best-kept secrets 
in this country today is. the . 
and identity of Miss” “X, e 
young woman whose evidence the 
British crown is relying upon to 
weave a network of incrimination 
around four men who are charged 
under the official secrets act at 
Bow Street police court. 

The girl is one of a type to be 
seen everywhere in this country’s 
larger cities and larger towns. She 
is tall, blond, neatly but not show- 
ily dressed, has a clear, educated 
voice and a self-assured, confident 
bearing. In fact, she is typical of 
the well-paid secretary. 

Big, Blue Eyes. 

Big, blue eyes are her chief per- 
sonal attraction and they gaze in- 
tently at counsel for the crown as 
he puts a long series of questions 
to her. Unwavering, they occa- 
sionally turn to the man in the 
dock, P. E. Glading, at whose sug- 
gestion, she stated, she rented the 
flat where the spy photography 
could be carried out. Glading 
does not meet her glances. 

Miss “X” is a provincial girl, 
but her home town is being kept 
a profound secret. This cor- 
respondent knows that she has 
never been to the war office, for 
whose intelligence department she 
carried out this work which un- 
doubtedly entailed grave dangers 
and possible loss of her life. All 
her instructions were received 
during outside contacts and all her 
communications to the intelligence 


department were made by tele- 
phone. Government agents do not 
walk in Whitehall; they may be- 
come known. 

Grim Picture. 

The four prisoners present a 
grim picture as they stand in the 
narrow, iron-railed dock. Glading 
sometimes smiles sardonically, Al- 
bert Williams and George Who- 
mack appear ill at ease as they 
listen to the web being woven, 
while C. W. Munday, very fair 
and young, has an air of wonder- 
ing what it’s all about.

GOPELAND URGE 
FDR. ACT TO EN 
MARTIME BATTLE 


Senator Suggests Presi- 
dent Summon Green, 
Lewis in Effort To Re- 
store Peace in Industry. 


UNION CHIEFTAN

AFL Leader Charges 
Communists Dominate 
CIO Longshoremen. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—()— 
A suggestion that President Roose- 
velt call in John L. Lewis and 
William Green in an effort to re- 
store labor peace in the maritime 
industry came today from Chair- 
man Copeland, _ Democrat, New 
York, of the Senate commerce 
committee. 

Copeland made the suggestion 
after Joseph P. Ryan, president 
of the Intern.. al Longshore- 
men’s Union, had told the com- 
mittee a story of clashes between 
American Federation of Labor 
unions, lec by Green, and unions 
under Lewis’ Committee for In- 
dustrial Organization. 

Communists Dominate, Charge. 

Ryan said Communists dominat- 
ed the CIO national maritime 
union; that Lewis had claimed 
cotrol of the New York city police 
department; that the Wagner labor 
relations act was causing increas- 
ed strikes; and that government 
labor officials had favored CIO 
organizations. 

The committee is corsidering 
proposed amendments to the mer- 
chant raarine subsidy act, includ- 
ing labor mediation provisions. 

“We are tacing cheos on-the one 
hand and government ownership 
on the other,” Copeland told the 
husky labor leader. “Uniless the 
top men in labor organzations give 
this some attention there will be 
government ownership and opera- 
tion of the merchant marine.” 

Copeland said he approved a la- 
bor mediation plan offered by the 
AFL but doubted 18 congress 
would enact it because it involved 
“amendment of the Wagner labor 
relations act.” 

“That is sacred, 
Copeland said. 

“This country is scared,” Ryan 
replied. “It is being ruined by the 
Wagner act. There are more 
strikes now than ever before in 
history. And there are going to be 
more.”

Secretary of State Cordell Hull, asked by the 
senate whether the United States has any se- 
cret agreement with Great Britain regarding 
co-operation in the event of war, replied “The 
answer is no.’’ 

A similar unqualified negative was his reply 
to the same question regarding “any other na- 
tion,” and every query of this type received the 
same denial. 

The nation is fortunate that it commands 
the services of such a statesman as Secretary 
Hull. He is a stranger to those diplomatic eva- 
sions and trickeries which are so often used in 
international conversations and he employs in 
his dealings with other ‘powers, as well as with 
congress and the American public, that typi- 
cally American bluntness which leaves no pos- 
sible room for misunderstanding of any state- 
ment. 

Rumors have been frequent in _ recent 
months of an imagined agreement between this 
country and Great Britain for joint action in 
the event of a future war involving both na- 
tions. It would be questionable for the United 
States to thus commit herself in advance to 
any policy or war strategy. If war should come 
this country will, if possible, remain neutral. 
If that course proves impossible, any partici- 
pation will be predicated strictly on the best 
interests of America, regardless of what hap- 
pens to other belligerents. 

To safeguard American interests it is im- 
portant that there be no entanglements of any 
nature which might embarrass or interfere with 
American leaders at the time. 

It is probable that, in the event of a world 
outbreak, the two great English-speaking de- 
mocracies would be in sympathy. Their herit- 
age and beliefs are too similar to presuppose 
any,,other circumstance. In fact, upon their 
sympathetic co-operation in peacetime diplo- 
macy, to large extent, depends the peaceful 
progress of the entire world. 

Secretary Hull’s reply to the senate is re- 
assuring to the entire nation and will have the 
immediately important result of ending effec- 
tive opposition to the administration program 
for a badly needed increase in United States 
naval strength.

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TO SAVE THE CHILDREN 

Judge Malcolm Hatfield, of the probate and 
juvenile courts of Michigan, is recognized as 
one of the outstanding authorities of the day 
on the problem of juvenile delinquency. 

Judge Hatfield will speak in Atlanta to- 
morrow afternoon on “Child Delinquency,” be- 
fore an audience composed of workers in that 
field in this city. 

The problem of the child who comes into 
contact with the law is one of the most serious 
and puzzling of modern society. Serious be- 
cause, if the child is to be saved for worthy 
citizenship, the saving must be done promptly 
when the first false step indicates the tend- 
ency to false ways of life, and puzzling because 
each case must be treated individually, diffi- 
cult though it is to understand all the factors 
entering into the particular error and its 
causes. : : 

Criminologists have reiterated, time and 
time again, the startling youthfulness of a ma- 
jority of major criminals in America today. 
This fact proves that moral degeneracy comes 
quickly once the downward journey has begun. 
Salvation of the child delinquent must 
prompt if it is to succeed. 

Thus it is seen that the judges of juvenile 
courts and workers with children of every type 
probably constitute the most important group 
of all in the never ending war of society against 
crime. 

Their weapons are sympathy, understand- 
ing, friendship and encouragement. Their foes 
are parental indifference, unsuited family sur- 
roundings, lack of playgrounds, faulty educa- 
tion, and all the evil influences of the alleys 
and the street corners. 

Judge Hatfield will receive a warm welcome 
in Atlanta which, with every other American 
city, is struggling with a growing problem of 
child delinquency herself.

WHAT OF ALCATRAZ? 

There have been, in recent months, repeated 
charges that conditions. within Alcatraz prison 
are too rigid for humane treatment of the in- 
mates. The most recent of these is the report 
that Al Capone is suffering a mental break- 
down. Whether he is a victim of that neu- 
rotic condition peculiar to convicts, known as 
“stir crazy,” or whether his condition is due to 
disease, has not been definitely determined. 

Alcatraz was added to the list of federal 
penal institutions as a place where the worst 
prisoners could be kept, absolutely without 
communication with the outside world, and 
with no conceivable chance for escape. 

It is supposed to be the most impregnable 
prison in America and the fear of Alcatraz is 
reported to have had a deterrent effect upon 
some types of criminal. 

However, the American people will not con- 
done, no matter how great the provocation, any 
treatment of prisoners that exceeds the rules 
of simple humanity. They want no Devil’s 
Island in this country. If Alcatraz has been 
administered in such a way that its inmates 
have been driven toward insanity, if mental or 
physical cruelty has been a part of the regi- 
men, if restraints have been so severe that the 
prisoners have lost the status of men, every 
decent citizen will join in demand that such 
conditions be promptly ended. 

It is always dangerous to establish a con- 
dition where men shall have autocratic power 
over the fates of other men with no possibility 
of outside restraint. Where there is no public 
knowledge, with its consequent calling to ac- 
count, the officials in power are constantly 
subject to the temptation to exceed the de- 
cent limits of their control. 

. The warden and guards at Alcatraz were 
chosen because of their special fitness for their 
duties. Unless irrefutable evidence is produced 
to the contrary, it must be presumed that they 
have filled their difficult posts with all pro- 
priety and due regard for the peculiar condi- 
tions they face. 

However, there have been too many reports 
of inhuman conditions within the prison. There 
should be an investigation by unbiased judges 
in whose integrity the public has fullest con- 
fidence. And in the future some means should 
be provided to break the cloak of secrecy that 
protects the administrators of Alcatraz from 
criticism, even in the theoretical event they 
deserve it. 

Even the worst of convicts have certain 
rights and cannot be treated as dumb beasts. 
And there is nothing that assures protection of 
right, for any class of society, like the white 
light of publicity. That light has been denied 
at Alcatraz. It should now be turned on and 
kept on in the future. 


A SOUTHEASTERN EXHIBIT 


The Southeastern Governors’ Conference 
will hold an early meeting in Atlanta to out- 
line a definite program for a joint exhibit by 
the nine states of this section at the World’s 
Fair to open in New York city next year. This 
was announced on Wednesday at Washington 
by Lawrence Wood Robert Jr., executive direc- 
tor of the conference. 

The present plans call for an elaborate dis- 
play by all the southeastern states, in a sepa- 
rate building at the fair. It is not intended 
that any of the nine states lose its identity; 
rather that by thus providing for an impressive 
and unified display, to give each state oppor- 
tunity to tell its story with the added forceful- 
ness accruing from having its neighbor states’ 
exhibits alongside, all combining to tell a vivid 
story of the advantages of this area. 

The southeast has, in recent years, become 
more and more dominant as the most rapidly 
developing section in the country. Industrially 
and agriculturally, this part of the country is 
more alive to its opportunities than most oth- 
ers. Manufacturers are fast recognizing the 
advantages of the south and are, more and 
more, locating new plants here. Farmers are 
awakening to the marvelous chance that south- 
ern climate and southern soil provides for in- 
dependent and profitable agriculture. 

It is conceded by all observers that the 
southeast has begun a period of development 
which, if properly accepted, will know no 
bounds. 

Thus the importance of an impressive south- 
eastern display at the New York fair is evi- 
dent. It is simply a matter of good business 
and should, therefore, receive the indorsement 
and the active aid of every businessman, farm- 
er and citizen interested in the greater pros- 
perity of his section and, hence, greater pros- 
perity for himself. 

The nine states which form the Southeast- 
ern Governors’ Conference include North and 
South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, 
Tennessee, Mississippi, Louisiana and Kentucky.

THE CAPITAL PARADE

Hugo L. Black to the supreme court, there was a small meeting of 
powerful New Dealers in the office of Solicitor General Stanley 
Reed. Since the solicitor general now sits on the high bench with 
Justice Black, and since the subject before the meeting was the 
cor es one of “disqualification,” the discussion is worth re- 
c g. 

In the great Electric Bond & Share case, by which the fate of 
the nation’s utilities holding companies is soon to be decided, Jus- 
tice Reed has disqualified himself, while Justice Black has not. 
Precisely that result might have been predicted from the talk at 
the meeting last summer. 

The New Dealers frankly feared that Black would prove a 
dummy justice in the big New Deal cases where he was most 
needed. They put it up to Reed. Having participated in the senate 
deliberations on every New Deal measure, would not Black be 
forced to refuse to pass on them as a justice? Reed replied very 
positively in the negative. 

The argument behind Reed’s position was simple. When Black 
took his oath of office as a senator, he swore “to uphold the consti- 
tution of the United States.” That being so, it was to be presumed 
that he voted against such laws as he thought unconstitutional. 
And therefore he was entirely qualified to sit.

which the eager men at the meeting looked up hastily, in the fat 
law books lining the office walls. The precedents turned out to be 
rather funny. 

One was the railroad retirement case, in which the court de- 
stroyed the railroad retirement board. Justice Owen J. Roberts 
wrote the majority opinion, with Justice George Sutherland con- 
curring. In his stinging dissent, Chief Justice Charles Evans Hughes 
pointed out, with some sarcasm, that: 

“A thorough examination of the question of constitutional au- 
thority to adopt such a compulsory measure was made some years 
ago by a committee constituted under a joint resolution of congress, 
of which Senator Sutherland (now Mr. Justice Sutherland) was 
chairman. Its elaborate and unanimous report... upheld the con- 
gressional power and proposed its exercise.” 

Another was the legal tender embroglio. In the first argument 
of the legal tender cases, the supreme court held the entire financ- 
ing of the Civil War to be unconstitutional, and Chief Justice 
Salmon P. Chase, who had done the financing as secretary of the 
treasury, concurred in the decision. (It was this decision, by the 
way, which provoked the radical Republicans of the time to intro- 
duce and put through the house a court packing bill almost pre- 
cisely similar to the President’s.) And when the cases were re- 
argued, in 1871, after President Grant had added two home-brewed 
justices to the court, Chief Justice Chase firmly dissented from 
the majority opinion reversing the previous decision. In his dissent, 
he referred to his service as secretary of the treasury and his con- 
nection with the legal tender law. ‘More propitious circumstances,” 
he remarked, had taught him to see that it was all a sad mistake. 


REED’S REASONS Still at the same meeting, the reasons were 
also brought out which no doubt motivated 
Justice Reed in disqualifying himself. In the discussion, someone 
asked where the line. must be drawn, where disqualification must 
be resorted to. The answer was that a legal officer of the govern- 
ment who has helped prepare a case, or a lawyer who has been 
retained by one side, or anyone who has put himself in the position 
of a special pleader, must automatically accept disqualification. 

Justice Reed came under these categories, both because he and 
Assistant Attorney General Robert H. Jackson had informally dis- 
cussed the government’s brief against Electric Bond & Share, and 
because he had signed some of the government papers in the case 
“when it was in the lower courts. 

His disqualification and Justice Black’s decision to remain are 
obviously enormously important. With Justice Benjamin N. Car- 
dozo now ill, the lineup of the court stands: Black, Brandeis and 
Sione, liberals;. McReynolds and Butler, sturdy conservatives; and 
Hughes and Roberts, middle-of-the-roaders. As they did in the 
early New Deal years, the middle-of-the-roaders hold a temporary 
balance of power. 

Even so, the utilities attorneys are not cheerful, for they believe 
that, unless they can get a 5-to-2 decision in their favor, a decision 
unfavorable to the government will be reargued before a full court. 
Their reason is that everyone knows Justice Cardozo would hold 
for the government, giving the New Deal four votes, or enough to 
make a tie. And a tie would affirm the lower court decisions ap- 
proving the holding company act. 


COURTROOM SCENE The spectacle in the courtroom during 


the argument has been distinctly amus- 
ing, what with the regiments of New Dealers on one side of the 
chamber, and the battalions of utilities men on the other. Every 
influential New Dealer, from Thomas G. Corcoran to the most 
minor brain truster, and most big utilities men, from Philip H. 
Gadsden to Howard. Hopson, crowded in ‘to’see the fun. 

The high point, however, was at the government counsel table, 
where Senator Burton K. Wheeler, one of the holding company act’s 
congressional sponsors, was to be observed sitting with Mr. Jackson 
and Benjamin V. Cohen. He was there -at the warm and friendly 
invitation of Mr. Cohen, and his presence meant that the most 
powerful New Dealer left-wirigers, who used to call the senator 
Traitor No. 1, for his fight against the court bill, have now decided

Granted that one faction is bad, 
it would seem to a stranger that 
the opposing faction, or. at least 
certain of its leaders, must be rea- 
sonably honest, if only by com- 
parison, but that is not conceded. 
If the leader is conceded to be 
honest in some things, then it de- 
velops that his following includes 
a pack of .the most remorseless

employer to let him make a dollar 
and thus keep him in business and 
musicians in jobs, but that he 
never throws down his men. 

Mr. Petrillo’s union has bought a 
downtown building for its head- 
quarters, and he sits in a rather 
flashy office paneled wood and 
some plausible fake. ‘He is said to 
keep a gun in a desk drawer and 
to reveal it casually to visitors who 
need to be impressed, but if so 
he wasn’t in character one after- 
noon last week. He sat back of 
his .desk admitting that the same 
absolute powers that he holds, if 
passed on to some successor of 
less noble principles, might lead to 
grievous abuses, and boasting that 
he had received more salary with 
his $25,000 a year than any other 
labor leader until John L. Lewis 
recently accepted a raise to the 
same figure. 

He boasted also that he had 
just rounded up and taken into 
his union, waiving the initiation 
fee, 2,500 members of two small 
unions which were on the loose 
and which Mr. Lewis’ CIO was 
about to grab for competitive pur- 
poses, thus closing the town to the 
CIO as far as music is concerned.

NEW YORK—tThe German peo- 
ple know nothing yet of the se- 
rious breach that has suddenly 
appeared between the directors of 
the Nazi party and the Reichs- 
wehr-command following the 


marriage of Field Marshal Werner 
von Blomberg to a blue-eyed ste- 
nographer. The German papers 
talk as usual about chaos in 
America, misery in France, famine 
in the Soviet Union and the broad- 
casting stations have their hands 
full in citing the glorious deeds of 
the Moors and the professional 
killers of the Tercio in Spain. 
Germany itself is the best of coun- 
tries in a poverty-stricken world 
of Reds, Free Masons, Jews and 
Catholic plotters. 

But the outside world knows it 
now: the story of German unity 
is a myth, the legend of a unani- 
mous nation behind Adolf Hitler 
has been exploded. Hidden behind 
Goering’s paunch stands a hungry 
people tired of sacrifices for more 
cannon and more bombing planes, 
tired of Heiling Hitle. on an emp- 
ty stomach. The time has not yet 
come for a change. The machine 
is still capable of repressing any 
outburst of dissatisfaction. But 
Hitler has seen the ghost walk.

The 
speech wherein he said: “We must 
make up our minds not only to be 
good soldiers but to be good Nazis, 
there is no other way. The Nazi 
party that is the fatherland.”

They told Hitler 
this once before in no uncertain 
terms when Roehm wanted the 
three million brownshirts incor- 
porated in the army.

ATLANTA DISTRICT 
STORE SALES GAIN 


Reports From Federal Re- 
serve Board Show Jan- 
uary Increase. 


Atlanta was one of the three 
federal reserve districts in the 
country showing a gain in Jan- 
uary department store sales over 
the same month last year, a re- 
port from the Federal. Reserve 
Board showed yesterday. 

Simultaneously, a report from 
the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce revealed that 
both the city and state showed 


increases in retail sales during 
1937 over 1936. Sales for the year 
in 40 Atlanta stores increased 8.7 
per cent in dollar volume, while 
increases for the entire state av- 
eraged 7 per cent. 

Although the volume of sales in 
department stores here was 
smaller than in the Christmas 
month, the sales here were higher 
than in January, 1937, the first 
report showed. St. Louis and Dal- 
las districts also showed increases 
while eight other districts record- 
ed decreases. 

The Commerce Bureau reported 
the firms here having total sales 
of $48,789,800 in 1937 as compared 
with $45,285,400 in 1936. Both 
Augusta and Savannah showed 
gains, the latter leading the state 
with an increase of 10 per cent.

Dr. Heiser Envisages Prevention 
As Objective of Medical Science 


Author of Best Seller Hints Socialization of Medicine; 
Lectures on Adventures While on Special Detail 
to Foreign Countries. 


An American doctor whose mi- 
crobe-fighting career has been a 
modern odyssey into strange lands 
and far-off places lastnight en- 
visioned preventative medicine as 
a goal of science. 

The physician, Dr. Victor G. 


Heiser, author of the best-selling 
book, “An American Doctor’s 
Odyssey,” spoke in Glenn Memo- 
rial auditorium under sponsorship 
of the Student Lecture Associa- 
tion of Emory University. 


Peers Into Future. 


Looking ahead in medicine, dur- 
ing ah interview, Dr. Heiser hint- 
ed that socialized medicine might 
come. Although declining to am- 
ord this stajfement, Dr. Heiser 
said: 

“When medicine is a govern- 
mental institution, doctors will 
have to be more specialized. Pre- 
ventative medicine will be the 
major chord struck on the key- 
board of modern science. I urge 
young doctors of today to special- 
ize in that field.” 

Dr. Heiser, whose taming of the 
ills that beset mankind has taken 
him into Egypt, India, China, the 
Philippine Islands, Japan, Borneo, 
and virtually all over the world, 
praised the campaign of Emory 
University and other colleges to 
educate students about evils of 
social diseases. 

He said clinics for the cure of 
syphilis and other social diseases 
will come with legislation provid- 
ing for sterilization, and that in 
this country, where public educa- 
tion is needed for progress, Emory 
and other institutions will do much 
to eradicate fears and inhibitions 
in the minds of people. 

“Wealthy Doctors.” 

Striking a good-humored ver- 
bal blow at “wealthy doctors,” the 
65-year-old Dr. Heiser said, “The 
only wealthy doctors are those 


who have married wealthy wom- | 
| 


en.” 

Dr. Heiser’s talk last night was 
on “More of An American Doc- 
tor’s Odyssey.” He related adven- 
tures while on special medical de- 


tail to foreign countries and told 
of medical problems in far-off 
parts of the’ world. 

Dr. Heiser’s career has included 
studying bubonic plague conditions 
in Egypt; health director of the 
Philippines; international health 
director for the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation, and private physician to 
the Duke of Windsor, when the 
Duke was Prince of Wales, during 
a trip to the Orient. He is presi- 
dent of the International Leprosy 
Association,

‘BIG STEEL’ SIGNS 
ClO AGREEMENT 


Door Left Ajar for Possible 
Wage Reductions;, Mills 
Slash Prices. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—(#)—The 
vast U. S. Steel Corporation, faced 
with sudden price cuts by non- 
ClO-organized competitors, today 
granted the CIO an indefinite ex- 
tension of its working contract, but 
left a door ajar to possible’ wage 
reductions. 

The effect of the new “Big 
Steel”-CIO treaty was to perpet- 
uate the present contract, calling 
for a basic $5-a-day minimum, but 
with the understanding that ad- 
justment could be sought by either 
side and that, failing concurrence 
within 20 days on any such re- 
vision demanded, the whole agree- 
ment would end. 

The new and extended U. S. 
Steel-CIO agreement directly in- 
volves or substantially affects 
some 240,000 workers.

If that community is wide awake and in- 
terested, when he goes home he is apt to be asked by groups and 
by individuals the reasons why certain things have been done. He 
is going to find he has to be very much more wide awake to obtain 
information and to be able to answer the questions put to him, and 
thus he will become a better public servant. 

These young people, whether they remain in public service or 
not, are going to make a great difference in the type of citizenship 
in their localities. 

The National Youth Advisory Committee began its two-day ses- 
sion this morning and I had the pleasure of greeting them. I had 
a delightful luncheon with Mrs. Wallace, wife of the secretary of 
agriculture, and now must settle down before a desk which shows 
no signs of the work which I did last night, though I worked until

Your Figure, Madame!

TROUBLE AFOOT? LET’S FIND 
OUT WHY AND TAKE STEPS: 


That universally feminine ges- 
ture of kicking off the shoes at 
every opportunity is a very small 
concession to tired, aching and 
generally abused feet. When you 
feel as if your feet are “killing” 
you, they are merely letting you 
know that they have stood enough 
mistreatment. 

Our feet‘are pretty faithful. They 
are on the go most of the day and 
there is no limit to their walking 
hours. They are crammed into 
any kind of shoes that happen to 
catch the eye, without regard to 
arch support or toe room, and are 
expected to -perform efficiently 
under the poorest possible working 
conditions. 


But feet can be pushed just so 
far, and when the fireworks begin 
there is really trouble afoot. An 
ache in a little toe can be felt 
clear up in the back of the neck, 
and . protesting, overburdened 
arches can develop pains in the 
back. No wonder foot trouble is 
reflected in a particularly grim 
facial expression! 


With a little consideration, this 
sort of thing can be prevented. A 
small amount of daily care can 
keep the feet comfortable and 
their contentment contributes 
vastly to general health; posture 
and appearance—to say nothing of 
the disposition. The feet are the 
foundation of posture and when 
they are jammed into ill-fitting 
high-heeled shoes the entire body 
is thrown out of alignment. When 
the body is out of balance the ad- 
justment of the internal organs is 
disturbed. 


In the first place, your shoes 
should fit exactly. They should 
be neither too large nor too small 
and should give adequate, scien- 
tific support: Your great toe should 
be a half inch from the end of the 
shoe, and the heels should be the 
right height for walking. The 
shoe manufacturers have come to 
our rescue with so many beautiful 
patterns in all type of heels that 
the ugliness of the commonsense 
heel, as we used to know it, no 
longer exists. Save your spikes 
for dress occasions. There is no 
glamour in a limp.

Be just as careful in the selec- 
tion of your stockings. Get them 
large enough so that your toes are 
not curled up. 

Baths in hot water, with stimu- 
lating dashes of cold water awaken 
the circulation and help to keep 
the feet in a healthy condition. 
And while you are bathing them, 
rub the heels gently with pumice 
to remove the hard skin that forms 
as a protection against friction of 
your pumps sliding up and down 
as you walk. This hard skin cuts 
into your delicate stockings and 
makes holes in the heels. 

The kindest thing you can do 
for your feet is to exercise them. 
‘None of the body’s muscles get 
enough exercise, but the feet get 
the least of all. Rotate the feet 
from the ankles, walk pigeon-toed 
with the weight on the outer bor- 
ders of the bare feet, stand with 
the feet parallel and rock from 
heels to toes, and walk about the 
room on the toes for a few min- 
utes every day.

‘PLEASANT HOMES

Has your piano problem “gotten” 
you. 


There is a superstition among 


those strong-backed men who 
make it their business to move 
pianos that “A-piano will get you 
one of these days.” It’s a pretty 
grim superstition but there are 
many homemakers who will chime 
in with ringing conviction! For 
their piano problem—one that 


ihas “gotten” them many times—is 
'what to do with an upright piano 


to make it fit gracefully into their 
scheme of things. 


Of course, it would be nice to 
just turn that old upright in on a 
new little spinet-type piano, or a 
graceful grand. But the grand ges- 
ture is too often paralyzed by 
purse trouble. We’ve seen, from 
time to time, various solutions of 
this upright problem and our hat 
is off to the clever women who de- 
vised them. 


There was the ebony upright 
placed against the long wall of a 
sun room with shelves built all 
around it so that it nestled in its 
own niche as though it had never 
been a problem piano. at all. 
Small, square shelves were built 
at either side of the piano and 
painted a dramatic black. In these 
niches were placed several of those 
small white bisque busts of famous 
composers along with ceramic fig- 
ures in terra cotto colors. Over the 
piano the shelf niches were long 
and narrow to hold sheet music, 
music books and the like. Sur- 
rounding this frame}, other book 
shelves, painted black, also, com- 
pletely covered the wall. In this 
music-sun room, the lady of the 
house repainted rather worn wick- 
er furniture a dead white, used 
black and white linoleum on the 
floor and white draperies at the 
windows. The entire effect is very 


modern in spite of, or perhaps be- 
cause of, that old upright piano. 
Hide-Away. 

You might use the same princi- 
ple in a long living room, “sink- 
ing” the upright into a niche made 
of built-out cupboards. And an 
out-of-style radio could be con- 
cealed in one of the cupboards 
also, thus providing attractive 
hide-aways for two unsightly ob- 
jects, yet not doing away with 
their usefulness. 

Or if you can’t see relegating a 
much-loved piano to play room or 
sun porch, you might make it real- 
ly interesting by placing it at 
right angles to the wall of your 
living room, standing a gay, three- 
panelled’ screen at its back to hide 
the “works” and, in front of the 
screen, arrange a table and chair 
unit. Sometimes if you want to 
hide things effectively, the best 
way is to place them out on bold 
display. 

And watch out for decorations 
on top of your piano. Upright 
piano tops are perennial catch- 
alls. Treat this space as reverent- 
ly as you do your mantle, with 
perhaps a pair of Chinese figures 
against a Chinese print on the 
wall, or a series of low bowls of 


ivy. ; 
By being upright with your up- 
right, you needn’t have a piano 


problem at all.

HEALTH TALKS

CONTRIBUTING CAUSES OF 
DEATH IN ASPHYXIA, 
Artificial respiration by the 
manual prone-pressure method 
was discovered and given to the 
world—without a patent—by a 
physiologist, Schafer, in 1904. At 
least Schafer first published his 
method in Englund in 1904 and in 
the United States in 1908, Sir E. 
A. S. Schafer, whose name rarely 
or never appears in Red Cross lit- 
erature on resuscitation, the most 
efficient method we have, is prop- 
— known as the Schafer meth- 


In the 1935 edition of their work 
on “Respiration” J. S. Haldane and 
J. B. Priestly, the distinguished 
authorities on the physiology of 
breathing, say: 

“If Schafer’s method of artificial 
respiration is applied to a normal 
individual who voluntarily sus- 
pends his breathing it will be 
found that it is quite easy to main- 
tain a rythmic flow of six litres 
per minute of air or more into and 
out of the lungs.” 

These authors say Schafer’s 
method is “very efficient and can 
be continued for hours if neces- 
sary.” 

When Schafer published © his 
method he not only described but 
gave illustrations of the right way 
to perform artificial respiration. In 
the Schafer method the subject 
lies prone, with both arms stretch- 
ed out on the ground well above 
the subject’s head and out of the 
operator’s way, the subject’s face 
turned toward one side, ne pillow 
or other support under the sub- 
ject’s head or chin. 

This position has three advan- 
tages, for the subject. First, the 
elevation or drawing up of the 
arms lifts the thorax or chest into 
the most favorable position for in- 
spiration or flow of air into the 
lungs. Second, any fluid, whether 
water or mucus, in the air-passa- 
ges drains from nose or mouth py 
gravity. Third, the subject’s tongue 
is not likely to drop back and ob- 
struct the glottis or entrance to 
windpipe in ball-valve action, for 
that occurs from gravity too. Any 
one of these factors may spell the 
difference between life and death. 

There seems to be some mystery 
concerning the reason why the 


their fatal error in technique. The 
only nominal explanation I have 
been able to elicit is the rather 
absurd fear that the victim might 
get mud, dust or water in nose or 
mouth, if the head were not raised 
off the floor or ground. One of the 
features of the Schafer method is 
that any child can apply it in any 
emergency—provided the child’s 
education has not been neglected. 
I contend that any child knows 
enough to see that mud, dust or 
water, shall not get into the sub- 
ject’s nose or mouth while resus- 
citation is being applied.

Sophomoric Education. 

Writer of magazine article said 
milk should be “softened” just as 
water is softened, as milk contains 
so much lime, and lime is more 
beneficial to the calf than to the 
human body. Is this so? (J. A. B.) 

Answer—It is nonsense. A quart 
of milk contains perhaps 18 grains 
of calcium. Most people do not get 
enough calcium (lime) in their 
daily diet. 

Bronchiectasis. 

Please advice where X-ray 
treatment is beneficial in cases of 
bronchiectasis. (T. L.) 

Answer—According to a report 
by Drs. Maurice Berck and Wil- 
liam Harris, in a series of cases 
where moderately large doses of 
X-ray was the sole’ treatment, 
clinical improvement in many 
cases was so great as to approach 
practically complete cessation of 
cough and expectoration. 

Nervous Indigestion. 

Please send me a list of foods, 
fruits and vegetables, good for 
nervous indigestion. (A. P.) 

Answer: There is no such ail- 
ment. “Nervous indigestion” is a 
vague name applied to all sorts of 
functional or organic troubles. In- 
stead of experimenting with diet 
you should forget the “nervous” 
fancy and have a medical exami- 
nation to find out if possible what 


is the matter.

An “All-American” Dessert 


By RUTH CHAMBERS 


A taste for pie seems to be a 
universal American characteristic. 
There’s nothing sectional about 
the popularity of pie, and though 
New England claims to be its 
“country of origin,” it has gener- 
ously shared its invention or dis- 
covery with the rest of the United 
States. From Maine to Texas, from 
Florida to Washington, pie is the 
all-American favorite for dessert. 

Perhaps one reason for its popu- 
larity is its infinite variety. Think 
of the different kinds of fruit pies, 
and add to this array the cream 
pies! Two-crust pies, open pe. 
those with criss-cross tops, ose 
topped by a meringue, oh, there 
are so many kinds of pies! No 
wonder we don’t tire of them. 

Test of Quality Is—Crust! 

But there’s one thing all good 
pies have in common—flaky, crisp, 
tender, brown crust. And that is 
the most important thing in a pie, 
the real test of its excellence. 

To many housewives, making a 
pie crust is a sort of “mental haz- 
ard.” That is, they are afraid it 
won’t “turn out right,” as if there 
were some trick or magic about 
it. But actually the trick, if there 
is one, is easily mastered by fol- 
lowing a few simple rules. 

Good pie crust makers rely upon 
lard to achieve flaky pastry. Lard 
is soft and pliable over a wide 
range of temperature, which 
makes it easy to handle even when 
just taken from the refrigerator. 
It is nutritious and economical 
and has a pleasing flavor. 

In mixing pie crust, the ingre- 
dients, room temperature and 
hands should be cool for best re- 
sults. Handle the mixture quickly 
and lightly. 

Plain Pastry. 

(For an 8-inch two-crust pie.) 

1%4 cups flour 

6-8 tablespoons lard 

% teaspoon salt 
3 tablespoons ice water 

Mix salt with flour. Chop in 
lard with a pastry cutter or work 
in with fingers until the mixture is 
coarse and granular in appearance. 
Work in water lightly and rapid- 
ly until the dough just holds to- 
gether in a ball. Roll to about 
1-8-inch in thickness. Transfer to 
a pie pan without stretching the 
dough. Single crust may be baked 
on the outside of the pan. It 
should be pricked with a fork to 
prevent blistering. 

A quick and convenient way of 
making pies is to prepare your 
own pie mix. This can be kept 
in the refrigerator for an indefi- 
nate period, and is ready when- 
ever you want to make pie. It can 
be used for a variety of other 


pastries. 
Pie Mix. 
6 cups flour 
4 teaspoons salt 
2 cups lard 
Sift flour, measure and add salt. 
Cut lard into flour and salt until

OSLO, Norway—(By Mail)—We took the train which 
begins as a subway and after a quarter of a mile suddenly 
emerges and begins to climb a mountain. 

The trains were going every 15 minutes and they were 
jammed. Almost every passenger was dressed for skiing or 
for skating. This being Oslo, the trains have special racks and 
straps on each side where skis and sleds may be hung. Every 
strap was taken and inside there was not moving room. 


There was some relief when the skating stadium was 
reached but the main crowd continued on up to Midstuen 

for the first big ski jumping meet of the year with all 

the clubs of Norway competing. 

At Midstuen there was a wide trail through the snow, 

leading uphill. It was snow-covered and icy and even a 

pair of galoshes seemed to have little traction. We got 

there at last, turning abruptly to the left through a nar- 
row chasm in the snow which led to the foot of the leap 
where the finishes were to be. 

It was a beautiful walk, the tall fir trees, a thick forest of 
them, being almost literally filled with snow which had clung in 
great clumps to each leafy limb. With us,walked others, carry- 
ing skis. There were small children with skis and grandfathers 
with whiskers and skis and grandmamas with white hair, wrin- 
kles and skis. There were young, old, middle-aged people—all 
with skis or on them. 


IT’S A REAL TEST. 

We came rather suddenly to the open space at the foot of 
the jump where the jumpers finish with that spectacular turn 
in which the snow flies and the skis whirr a protest. There, 
too, are the even more spectacular finishes when some poor 
devil loses his balance and comes down the slide in a tangle of 
arms and skis and legs. 

A pair of skis, weighing about 15 pounds and having 
about seven feet in length, is not the nicest thing in 
the world to choose as a companion in a fall. It is 
something like getting tangled with a bicycle. 

They ran off the first class, ‘‘Sprdielt Langrenn,” 
with the jumpers spaced only one minute apart. There 
were just 187 of them in that class—almost 200—and 
the air was rather well filled with skiers. 

The slide was built on the mountain slope. It’s finish was 
about six feet from the ground but immediately in front of the 
slide’s finish, the mountain sloped precipitously. For the first 
time I understood something of the technique which calls for 


all that violent whirling of arms after the jumper leaves the} y 


slide. He must get his body forward because when he lands he 
lands going away, so to speak, and he lands on a slope which 
is steeply sloped. And, also, he lands going away from there 
at express train speed. 

They were jumping 50 meters and when one of them fell, 
which happened three or four times in the younger classes, there 
was a terrific gasp from the crowd. They keep doctors handy 
around the place. I tried to argue with one young Norwegian 
that this sport made American foothall look like a game suited 
for a girls’ college but he said skiing was not rough or dan- 
gerous. 

About this time a young man came catapulting off 
the slide, landed in a spot where several skis had polished 

the snow off the hill and his feet went away from there 

in a hurry. He sat down so hard he bounced right up 

and then came down again, to slide 70 feet down the 

mountain. 

I had seen them have that limp look in football and before 
he had stopped sliding | had said to the lady who is traveling 
with me, ‘‘He is cold.” He was. He was so cold they had to 
take him up and put him on the stretcher—which was arranged 
on a sled, and haul him off. There they worked with him for

CRISLER NAMEI 
TO MICHIGAN JOB 


PRINCETON, N. J., Feb. 9.—(#) 
Herbert Orrin (Fritz) Crisler re- 
signed his post as head football 
coach at Princeton University to- 
night and announced he has ac- 
cepted a “similar position” at the 
University of Michigan, “with ad- 
ditional duties in athlet# admin- 
istration.” 

Crisler tendered his Princeton 
resignation at a meeting of the 
university council on athletics, and 
then announced his decision to 
accept the Michigan berth. as suc- 


cessor to Harry G. Kipke. 

Crisler’s name has been linked 
with the Michigan coaching berth 
for weeks. In going to Michigan, 
he returns to the Big Ten confer- 
ence, where he first built a rep- 
utation as coach at Minnesota, 
after his undergraduate days at 
the University of Chicago.

In accepting the resignation, the| ,, 


university council released Cris- 
ler from his Princeton contract, 
which still had two years to run. 
He came to Princeton in Febru- 
ary, 1932, and in 1935 (exactly 
three years ago tomorrow), signed 
a new five-year contract. 

News of Crisler’s resignation 
took the Princeton campus 
complete surprise. Most of the 
undergraduates, had about ‘for- 
gotten the rumors of a few weeks 
ago, that such an action was ex- 
pected, and believed that Crisler 


had decided to stay in Tiger= | 


town. 

Crisler’s brief statement pointed 
out that he had “always been 
proud of my warm association 
with Princeton men and with their 
splendid loyalty to Princeton.” 

“So, quite naturally,” he went 
on, “I leave with considerable re- 

In the late ’20s and early 30s, 
the Princeton football fortunes fell 
to new lows under the coaching 
guidance of Al Wittmer. In 1932, 
the Tigers won only one of nine 
games. The same year, Minne- 
sota, under Crisler, won eight of 
10 games, losing only to Stanford 
and Michigan. 

As a result, Princeton’s athletic 
fathers invited Crisler, at a sal- 
ary variously reported to be be- 
tween $8,000 and $12,000. In his 
first year, 1932, his team lost only 
two games, to Columbia and Mich- 
igan, and battled the traditional 
Yale rivals to a 7-all tie. In his 
six - year administration, the 
Princetons won 35 games, lost nine 
and tied five. :

Pronounced Strength Evokes 
Flood of ‘Constructive’ 
Rumors, Says Writer.

They sounded 
plausible while the market was 
going up, but not so convincing 
when the trend was reversed. And 
all the time they were only ru- 
mors. , 


Prospects of Inflation. 

Some of these reports are inter- 
esting enough to warrant publica- 
tion “with reserve,” as the war 
correspondents used to say, and 
“without guaranty,” as the invest- 
ment bankers always took care to 
to put it. 

A good many of them related to 
the prospect of inflation. Usually 
it was not explained just how this 
inflation was to be brought about. 
Nearly all the stories agreed that 
further devaluation of the dollar 
was out of the question, for the 
time being at any rate. On the 
other hand, a new era of govern- 
ment spending was predicted, with 
an announcement to that effect 
due from the White House very 
shortly. This was expected to re- 
vive business, as it did a year or 
two ago, but, as one _ skeptic 
pointed out, it is likely to take a 
larger dose this time to produce 
the same effect. 

In a more general way, “the 
best-informed bankers” were said 
to be anticipating a pronounced 
revival in the fall. It was stated 
that announcement would be 
made very shortly by the manage- 
ments of the two leading units in 
the electrical industry that em- 
ployes who expected to take vaca- 
tions this year must do so before 
August 1. 

In other quarters, it was ar- 
gued that the day of increased re- 
strictions on business was passing 
and that congress was showing 
greater independence of the ex- 
ecutive and was ready to modify 
if not remove altogether some of 
the burdens under whjch trade is 
laboring.

Prices Cut in Steel. 

Domestic investment trusts, 
which liquidated stocks late in 
1937, were said to be anxious to 
replace their lines, fearing to lose 
their position and dissatisfied to 
hold such lkarge amounts of cash. 
Incidentally, this story was elab- 
orated to the point of declaring 
that these particular trusts could 
not buy back their stocks to ad- 
vantage if the market went much 
above its recent high. Obviously, 
any large scale buying, no mat- 
ter what the motive, would ad- 
vance prices rapidly in a market 
as thin as this one. 


The steel companies have cut 
the price on the grade used by 
the automobile manufacturers in 
the hope of stimulating demand. 
On the other hand, the conference 
between the U. S. Steel Corpora- 
tion and the CIO resulted in an 
agreement to maintain the present 
wage scale indefinitely. 

It has been officially stated that 
steel prices cannot be reduced and 
wages maintained, but apparently 
that is what is going to happen. 
Lowering prices is favorable, 
rather than otherwise, but it is 
not possible to feel so sure about 
the effect of the wage agreement. 

As for inflation, there is no sign 
of it in commodity prices. There 
is no sense in worrying about the 
dollar as long as the dollar con- 
tinues to buy as much as it does 
today.
